epiu Island, and said St. Anthony Falls Water Power Company are here-
by restricted in the exercise of powers and privileges granted by the ninth
section of said act to the space between the western bank of aaid Inland
and the center of said river; Provided, the said dams shall always be pro-
vided with suitable slides and sluices, so aa to admit the passage of logs
mul timber down the Mississippi river, and that any future Legislature
may amend or modify this act or the act to which this section is amenda-
tory, and provided^furthcr, that the Minneapolis Mill Company shall be
restricted iu its operations to the centre of the main channel of the- Miss-
issippi river and to the property belonging to said company.

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sissippi, opposite the town of Little Falls, not exceeding three hundred
and twenty acres, be, and tht same is hereby created a town corporate bT
the name of Little Falls West.

SEC. 2. That for the good order and government of said town, it shall
be lawful for the male inhabitants thereof, haying the qualifications of
electors of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Minnesota, to meet
at the place of holding tho last general election ID the town of Little Falls,
on the first Wednesday of July next, and at the same time annutl-
ly thereafter, at each places in said town as the town council may direct,
and then and there proceed by ballot to elect one President, one Recor-
der and three Trustees, being1 householders of said town, and baring the
qualifications of electors oa aforesaid, who shall hold their offices one year
and nntil thoir successors shall be elected and qualified, shall constitute the
town council of said town; any three of whom shall constitute a quorum
for the transaction of business pertaining to their duties. But nntil the
aforesaid officers are elected and qualified, CaMa A. Tattle, Jamei Fergus
and Wm. Sturgis, are hereby appointed Trustees who shall appoint a
President and Recorder, and shall have full power and authority to do
and transact all business as town council.

SEO. 3. At the first election to be holden under this act, there shall
be chosen viva voce by the electors present al the tune for opening the
polls on the day for holding said first election, two judges, and a clerk of
said election, who shall take au oath or affirmation faithfully to discharge
the duties reqoired by this act, and at subsequent elections the Trustees,
or any two of them, shall bo judges,and the Recorder, or in his absence, some
person to be appointed by the judges.shall be clerk.

town, and may sell and convey the same at pleasure. They may have a
common seal, which they may break, alter or renew at pleasure. They
may sue and he sued, plead and be impleaded, defend and be defended in
all manner of .actions in all courts of law and equity; and when any suit
shall be commenced against said corporation, the first process shall be
served by an attested copy thereof, left with the Recorder, or at his usual
place of residence, at leastsix days previous to the return day of ench pro-
cess.

The President, and in his absence, the Recorder, shall pre-
side at all meetings of the town council; and the Reccrder shall attend all
